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Report of the Superintendent of Schools

Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board :— 


I have the pleasure to submit for your consid- 
eration my first report of the Woodstock schools 
covering a period of five months from September 1, 
1919 to January 31, 1920. 

When I took over your schools Sept. 4st as a 
part of Union No. 33, the teachers had all been se- 
cured by Mr. W. H. Buker, former superintendent of 
schools, and were under contracts. 

A new heating plant was installed in the: North 
Woodstock school building during the summer. 

The school building at Woodstock is heated by 
unjacketed stoves which have proved to be rather 
unsatisfactory. They consume a large quantity of 
fuel and the heat is unevenly distributed. 

A commercial course has been introduced into 
the ‘high school. The number reported:by the head 
master as taking the course indicates its popularity. 
We have five typewriters. Two new = ones_ pur- 
chased, two rented and an Oliver gotten at Mr. Fad- 
den’s store. 

One of the playrooms in the basement has been 
fitted up as a commercial room and the other one 
for domestic arts. It has been such a slow process 
to get this room completed that little has been accom- 
plished in domestic arts except sewing. The room 
is now usable and something warm is prepared by 
the domestic arts department for those children who 
are obliged to take their lunches. This is appre- 
ciated by the children. 

Mr. ‘William Smith was janitor of the North 
Woodstock school building till the time of his death. 
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Since then the work has been done by Belmont 
Clark. 

The North Woodstock building is in need of 
some repairs, viz., the walls tinted, ceilings whitened, 
woodwork varnished, seats repaired, cleaned and 
varnished, and new seats to the toilets on both 
sides. 7 | 

Electric lights should be put into the building. 
At times some of the rooms are so dark that in them 
it is difficult for children to see to read. The ex- 
pense should not be prohibitive as the building is 
already wired. 

The toilets in the Woodstock building should be 
repaired and the building needs to be painted out- 
side and refinished on the inside. 

The pile of old furnace iron and other rubbish 
left at the rear of the North Woodstock school build- 
ing when the heating plant was installed should be 
removed. 

The children living in the Tannery district are 
attending school at West Thornton. 

Both of the schools at Woodstock are small and 
if they should remain the same for another year, it 
would seem advisable to combine the two schools. 
If necessary the eighth grade might be transport to 
the school at North Woodstock. | 

The school census shows 140 children in town 
between the ages of 5 and 16 years, 160 registered 
in the local public schools Sept. 30, and two attend- 
ing high school outside of the district. Seven were 
reported as not attending school, three between 5 
and 8 years and 4 between 8 and 14 years. 

From the registration I find that 10% of our pu- 
pils are precocious, in advance of where they should 
be chronologically, 64% at age and 26% retarded. 

The High school has again been approved for the 
fiscal year ending August 31, 1920.

I submit the following report of the Woodstock 
High School. At the opening of the school year, 
Sept. 8, 1919, 28 pupils were registered in the high 
school. Since then 8 more have entered the school 
and 4 have left, making our present enrollment, 32. 
The divisions by classes is as follows: Seniors, 4; 
Juniors, 8, Sophomores, 8; Freshman, 12. 

There are 2 courses of study offered, the College 


Preparatory Course and the Commercial. Ten pupils 
are pursuing the College Preparatory Course and 27 


the Commercial. The Commercial Course includes — 


the following  subjects—bookkeeping, shorthand, 
typewriting, and husiness practices. We have 5 
typewriters so, that by careful arrangement of the 
schedule all of the pupils have time for practice. 


Some new apparatus was purchased for the 
Physics laboratory during the Fall term, so that by 
dividing the class of 18 members into 2 divisions we 
shall be able to do 40 experiments as requissd by 
the state. : 


. There have been up to the present time 50 eases 
of tardiness. The per cent of attendance is 94.6.
